The Wax In»ect. 


Trwe afford the birthplace and cra- 


dle of the war insect, scientifically 
called COSBU* pela. In the early spring 
the bark of the boughs and twigs be- 
cijincs covered with brown pea shaped 
scales, which can be easily detached 
and which, when opened, reveal the 
flowery looking mads of minute ani- 
mals, whose movements can just be 
urtected by the naked eye. In May 
and June, however, the scales are 
found to contain a swarm of brown 
r-rMtiirciK with nix legs and two an- 
tennse each. Some of the scales also 
contain the white bag or cocoon of a 
small black beetle, which, if left undis- 
turbed, burrows Into and consumes 
the scales. The Chinese say that this 
beetle eaU the little wax Insects, and it 
appears certainly the case that where 
the parasite is most abundant the 
scales fetch a lower price In the mar- 
ket—Chambers' Journal.
